Secretary of State Decide* That Chinamen 


Can Not Bo Naturalised. V -^ 


COLUMBUS, O., March fl.—The secre- 


tary of state gave an interesting opin- 
ion Friday in response to an inquiry 
coming up from Mahonin'g'"county as 
to whether a Chinaman eonld exercise 
the privilege of "an electpr"in this state. 
While not claiming 'to be authori- 
tative, the opinion is „ en titled to^con- 
side^ation as coming -from an officer" 
occupying the position of state super- 
visor of elections. 


He said: "In answer to your question" 


whether a Chinaman born in the'Unit- 
ed States is excluded from the privi- 
leges of a citizen, or of being" na'tural- 
ized, I refer you to section 14, [chapter 
130, of the acts of congress for the 
year 1882, wherein^ Chinamen are ex- 
pressly prohibited-from the privileges 
of citizenship. The provisions of the 
constitution of Ohio Defining the quali- 
fications of electors provide, among" 
other things, that they must be'citi- 
zens of the United States; consequent- 
ly, if the federal statute can or does- 
prohibit a Chinaman from becoming & 
citizen of the United States, he can 
not become ,a qualified''_elector under 
oilr constitntion and laws."
